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Airport security hiked 
after New York blast

Security efforts at Detroit 
Metro Airport have been 
stepped up as a result of the 
explosion last Friday at the 
World Trade Center in New 
York City, Wayne County 
spokeswoman Irma Clark re- 
vealed Tuesday. 

But the changes that have 
been put into effect here will 
not be felt by passengers, 
Clark said, because the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration 
already lists Metro Airport as 
a “Category X” facility. 

“Category X” airports al- 
ready have the strictest secu- 
rity procedures in the nation, 
Clark explained. That designa- 
tion is made based on a nu- 
mber of factors, she said, 
including that the interna- 
tional border with Canada. 


Since U.S. investigators still 
have not definitely linked the 
massive explosion to terror- 
ists, precautions such as those 
in effect during the Gulf War in 
1991 have not been put in 
place. 

FBI officials said video re- 
cordings and witness accounts 
of events just prior to the Fri- 
day blast have suggested a pat- 
tern of suspicious activities 
near the heart of the blast 
zone, but no positive link to 
any sabotage group has been 
publicly announced. 

Five confirmed deaths and 
1,000 injuries were reported 
inside the 110- story twin 
towers, police said. Two other 
missing persons still are being 
sought. 

Downtown New York City 
building owners also have 
been asked to list the names of 
any disgruntled employees or 


former workers. 

President Bill Clinton, who 
was visiting nearby New Jer- 
sey on Monday, said he was 
concerned about the blast, 
“but I think it is important that 
we don’t overreact’* 

If the blast was the act of a 
terrorist and the U.S. changes 
what it is doing, “they (the ter- 
rorists) have won half the bat- 
tle. 

“I would plead with the 
American people and the good 
people of New York to keep 
their courage up and go on nor- 
mally about your lives,” Clin- 
ton said. 

Security specialists said 
parking garages and other fa- 
cilities across the nation may 
install new restrictions be- 
cause of the east coast bomb- 
ing.

Students star on cable TV

Romulus students and 
school administration leaders K 
will appear on Channel 56 next 
month to showcase some of the 
motivational and educational 
aspects of the computerized 
training efforts in the schools. 
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A video crew from the pub- 
lic access television station 
visited both Wick Elementary 
School and Romulus Junior 
High School last Thursday to 
tape student activities with 
computers, interview some of 
the participating students, as 
well as Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. William Bedell 
and Wick School Principal 
Chuck Shamey. 

Bedell said the overall pro- 
gram will show efforts within 
the state striving to help Michi- 
gan once again become a 
leader across the U.S. as the 
nation moves from the indus- 
trial to the informational age. 

“It was quite an honor for 
the Romulus schools to be in- 
cluded in this presentation 
pressed by a unit known as 
Michigan Futures. The group 
is lead by Doug Ross, a former 
state Commerce Department 
director during the adminis- 
tration of former Gov. James 
Blanchard.” Bedell said. 

Shamey said the video crew 
came to Wick School early in 
the morning to tape student ac- 
tivities in the tech room, as stu 
dents were preparing their 
school news digest and then 
later returned and captured 
students working in the 
Computer Assisted Instruc 


tional Classes (CAIC) room. 

In between times, the video 
crew captured students deeply 
involved in the industrial arts 
area of the school. 

The industrial centers, 
nicknamed the “SmartLabs”, 
are geared to exposing stu 
dents to the labs of the future. 

The SmartLab is not an ex- 
tension of the past, but rather 
a lab that derives guiding prin- 
ciples from a vision of tomor- 
row, from innovative 
educational programs and 
from state-of-the-art facility 
design principles, its promo- 
ters state. 

They give students access to 
and control of such areas as: 
robotics, computer-aided man 
ufacturing, systems simula- 
tions, word processing, 
satellite technology; rocketry, 
simulated flight, hydroponics 
and computer assisted pub 
fishing. 

Students learn that technol- 
ogy is not passive, but is active 
and ever changing, promoters 
claim. 

Neal Shine, publisher of 
The Detroit Free Press, will nar- 
rate the video show. Shamey 
explained. 

The program is slated to be 
televised on Channel 56 in Ro- 
mulus on at 8 p.m. April 12. 


“Computers are your ser- 
vants, not your masters!” 

That’s the motto Philip 
Rossman, a self-taught 
computer specialist, is work- 
ing hard to instill in the minds 
of Wick Elementary School 
students. 

Rossman, who has no chil- 
dren of his own within the 
local school, has volunteered 
an enormous number of hours 
in an effort to encourage stu- 
dents to increase the time they 
spend on their computerized 
studies. 

He wrote to Principal Chuck 
Shamey last spring seeking 
permission to help create 
unique software that designed 
to appeal to students and get 
them more involved in 
computer studies. 

Rossman feels that many 
software packages currently 
available to schools are too 
sterile and fail to allow stu- 
dents to include their own 
ideas in the programs, he said. 

This fall he asked Shamey 
to select a teacher at the 


school and have the instructor 
give him the scope of a pro- 
gram desired in video software 
so that he could create pro- 
grams that would be student- 
friendly. 

Dorothy Murray-West met 
with Rossman and outlined a 
hoped-for program. Over the 
Christmas holidays, Rossman 
put together such a video 
adventure including six for- 
mats that allow the students to 
feel more part of the action. 

“My software projects are 
set up to allow students to use 
more of their own cre- 
ativity.. .to allow them to know 
there is not just one right way 
to complete the project,” Ross- 
man said. 

Some of the formats are 
time related and show various 
clocks including numbered 
clocks and digital varieties 
and seek to have the students 
match up the times on both 
models. 

Some have puzzle windows 
and will provide information 
such as how many of different 
shapes will properly fit inside 
one larger shape (triangle, 
rectangle, etc.) and leave it up 


to the student to select the size 
and shapes of those pieces as 
well as the proper placement 
to completely fiU the larger 
shape. 

Rossman has also created a 
“match game” that includes 
photos of various stars of the 
recent TV show “Beverly Hills 
90210”, along with the school 
principal. 

But, Rossman smiled, “The 
students finally asked us to 
remove Shamey’s photo for 
lack of interest.” 

West, a first grade teacher 
with 22 years experience, 
speaks strictly in superlatives 
when discussing Rossman’s 
efforts. 

“The kids are having a fan- 
tastic time. ..it is actually 
beyond enjoyable for 
them. ..they gain a better 
understanding of math pro- 
jects with his software.. .when 
given the choice nine out of 10 
times they will select his pro- 
jects to work on,” West 
explains. 

Probably one of the things 
that makes his software so

The Romulus Police De- 
partment has been cited by the 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation for the safety 
record during recent construc- 
tion projects. 

Police Chief Fred Dansby 
and Mayor Beverly McAnally 
represented the city at the cer- 
emony sponsored by Secretary 
of State Richard H. Austin. 

Romulus police were hon- 
ored for developing and imple- 
menting a plan that assigned a 
patrol car and officer eight 
hours a day and seven days a 
week to construction areas of 
east and westbound 1-94, north 
and southbound 1-275, as well 
as the ramps and collector dis- 
tributor lanes joining the two 
highway systems, Austin ex- 
plained. 

The traffic safety program 
was initiated April 27, 1992 
and concluded on Oct 31, Aus- 


tin explained, and included an 
investment of 950 man hours. 

“Construction zones always 
increase danger to 
workers. ..and set the stage for 
car crashes and other traffic 
mishaps involving construc- 
tion workers,” Austin contin- 
ued. 

During the six-month pe- 
riod, Romulus officers issues 
2,663 traffic citations find gave 
102 verbal warnings in the 
area of the construction sites. 
The citations included 1,747 
speeding tickets, 249 restraint 
law tickets and 21 arrests. 


“As a result of the work 
done by the Romulus Police 
Department,” Austin said, “no 
serious injury or fatal traffic 
crashes were reported in any 
of the construction zones.” 

Dansby explained that in 
1991 (the prior year) a total of 
26 construction workers were 
killed in Michigan. Romulus 
police set up the special safety 
programs that allowed con 
struction employees to work in 
safety. 

“Our purpose was to slow 
vehicles down,” Dansby said, 
“and we clocked one motorist 
doing 93 mph in a 45 mph work 
zone. Many others we found 
were traveling at 70 and 80 
mph.” 

Seventeen other police or 
ganizations were also honored 
at the ceremonies for traffic 
safety procedures 

McAnally said, “It obviously 
was a high distinction for our 
police department ..whose 
members were cited as the 
only ones in the state who took 
the trouble to impose such 
traffic procedures.” 
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Teen health center 
wins state grant

The Romulus Teen Health 
Center has been awarded a 
three-year state grant of 
$24,850 annually to fund pro- 
grams combating the rising nu- 
mber of pregnancies among 
teens. 

“The number of teen preg- 
nancies in our state has in- 
creased dramatically over the 
past 10 years,” State Health Di- 
rector Vernice Davis Anthony 
said at the grant awarding ses- 
sion. 

“These grants will be used 
to promote abstinence as a 
healthy alternative to teen 
pregnancy, HIV-AIDS and 
other sexually transmitted dis- 
eases,” Anthony continued. 

Births to teen and pre-teen 
mothers between the ages of 10 
and 19 increased nearly 23 per- 
cent in the past decade, ac- 
cording to Anthony. 

In 1991, a total of 31,400 
pregnancies occurred in Mich 
igan females between the ages 
of 15 and 19. In addition, fe- 
males under the age of 15 ac- 
counted for 812 of the total 
(215,805) pregnancies reported 
in Michigan that year, accord- 
ing to state statistics. 

Listed pregnancies include 
live births, abortions and mis- 
carriages. 

Anthony said, “Today’s ac- 
tions represent the first phase 


of a comprehensive Michigan 
Department of Public Health 
initiative designed to encour- 
age young adolescents (9 14) to 
abstain from sexual activity’.” 

Kate Conway, director of the 
Romulus Teen Health Center, 
expressed great pride in the 
fact that the Romulus program 
was selected as one of five fa- 
cilities throughout the state to 
be funded for the next three 
years. 

Conway said the funding 
will help support a three- 
phase program the center sent 
to the state health unit for con- 
sideration. 

The program consists of: 

• Training Romulus Senior 
High School students to pro- 
vide presentations to junior 
high age youth urging them not 
to give in to peer pressure for 
pre mature sexual activities. 
The older students will also be 
asked to serve as role models 
for their younger peers. 

• Assisting high school age 
youth, who have already be- 
come parents, in creating sup- 
port groups for their peers, as 
well as to set up meetings to 
educate parents on how to talk 
to their children about sexual 
conduct. 

• Producing a musical video 
for youth on the subject of ab- 
stinence from sexual activity. 

Conway said she currently 
is seeking a director for the 
video project.

West explains, “is that they are 
not repetitive. ..since they use 
so much of their own input.”

“I’ve always reached out to 
the community,” Shamey said, 
“but there are few out there 
with such great technical skills 
who also have the time to 
donate to our students.” 

Shamey credits Rossman 
with getting him interested in 
the life and experiences of 
John Scully (CEO at Apple 
Computer) and was surprised 
to see Scully at President Clin- 
ton’s side as they were discuss- 


ing the year 2015. 

That project links our 
schools, local government and 
homes in a strong inter related 
educational adventure early in 
the next century, Shamey said. 

Rossman, a self-employed 
businessman, is a great 
motivator for both Shamey and 
the students. 

“The biggest problem we 
have,” Shamey said admiringly 
“is trying to keep up with any 
timetable he puts together.” 

Shamey hopes that Ross- 
man’s efforts can be dupli- 
cated by others at various city 
schools. 

“We would like to see more 
Phil Rossmans appear,” the 
school support staff stated. 
“Whatever you do, don’t let 
someone take him away from 
us.”

If you don’t have varicose veins, 
you've most likely seen or heard 
about them — the enlarged, purple, 
and spider veins that can make a 
person's leg look like a road map. 

Not only are they unattractive, but 
varicose veins can be painful, and, if 
not treated properly, dangerous. 

What are varicose veins? 

Varicose veins are damaged veins 
due to poor blood circulation In 
order for blood to flow through, 
these damaged veins enlarge and 
swell. Increased pressure on the 
large varicose veins can cause small 
veins to form and branch out in 
several directions. 

Varicose veins usually form in 
the legs, and can result from 
prolonged periods of sitting or 
standing. People who have a 
nonactive lifestyle, or who have 
been confined to bed due to illness 
or multiple pregnancies, have 
higher risks of developing blood 
clots in varicose veins. 

Because varicose veins are abnor- 
mal, when blood flows through 
them to the heart, the column of 
blood falls back down and causes 
more varicose veins to develop. 


How can they be treated? 

The best treatment for large 
varicose veins is surgery, and for 
small veins, a procedure called 
injection-compression-sclero- 
therapy. In this procedure, doctors 
inject medicine to close the veins. 

Some vein clinics try to treat vari- 
cose veins with injection-compres- 
sion-sclero-therapy only. However, 
in more than 60 percent of cases, 
the problem is not corrected and the 
veins most likely will reopen. Or, 
new varicose veins will form. 

By treating varicose veins with 
surgery, they have little chance of 
reoccurring. During surgery, the 
physician actually removes the 
diseased veins from the leg. By 
removing the larger veins, some of 
the smaller varicose veins will 
automatically diminish. But if not, 
they can be treated by injection. 

Small varicose veins and spider 
veins can be treated by injection 
and surgery may not be necessary.

While state lawmakers fid 
die with comprehensive prop 
erty tax reforms, local boards 
of review are preparing to face 
the burning criticism of prop 
erty owners. 

The boards will meet next 
month to hear appeals from 
homeowners whose assess- 
ments may, in some cases, re- 
flect double-digit increases, 
precipitated by a state freeze 
on assessments and increased 
property values. 

That freeze ended as of Dec. 
31, 1992, and no new legislation 
has replaced it. 

“We expect a very large nu- 
mber of appeals this year,” 
said Karen Hardin, assessor 
for the city of Westland. “This 
is going to be a two- year in- 
crease, and some homeowners 
are going to be shocked at the 
amount” 

In anticipation of an ex- 
traordinary number of ap- 
peals, Westland has expanded 
the board of appeals to an un- 
precedented six members, 
who will make up two commit- 
tees. The two committees will 
sit concurrently to hear the ap- 
peals. 

Also, because of the number 
of appeals, Westland, for the 
first time is urging homeo- 
wners to schedule appoint- 
ments to meet with the board. 

Nany of the communities 
are requesting that homeo- 
wners who plan to appeal their 
assessments make prior ap- 
pointments. Some will allow 
petitioners to present their 
case within a period of five 
minutes. 


Hardin stressed that the re- 
view boards are “there to 
help” 

“But, the burden of proof on 
what the property owner be- 
lieves is the true cash value of 
the property will lie on the 
shoulders of the homeowner. 
They must provide the board 
with the documentation that 
will show that the assessor 
may have valued the home 
above the market value.” 

For tax purposes, Michigan 
law mandates that properties 
be assessed at 50 percent of 
their valuation. Residents 
whose property assessments 
are unchanged probably will 
not receive assessment no- 
tices. 

Moreover, homeowners 
should take note that the as- 
sessment notice is not a tax 
bill. It is a notice that the prop- 
erty has usually increased in 
value which is the good news - 
the bad news is that the ho- 
meowner will probably have to 
pay higher taxes. 

In Romulus, city officials 
said that they hope to have the 
notices in the mail before the 
end of the week. They are also 
preparing for a flood of ap 
peals. 

“You can bet that when 
these people get their notices - 
some as high as 20 percent - 


they’re going to have some 
thing to say about it,” said an 
employee in the assessor’s de- 
partment. “We have gone 
through this in past, but this 
year, because of the property 
freeze last year, there are get- 
ting a double hit. A lot of peo- 
ple don’t realize that the 
increase reflects assessment 
figures for the past two years.” 

Because of the high rate of 
unemployment, cities and 
townships are also preparing 
to hear an unusual number of 
hardship cases. In those cases, 
petitioners are requested to 
have available for board scru- 
tiny their Michigan Home 
stead Property Credit Claim 
form or other documentation 
of income. 

Although most communities 
are talking about double-digit 
increases in assessments, state 
laws may prevent them from 
collecting all of the increase. 
The Head lee Tax Limitation 
Act, approved by the voters in 
1978, forces governing bodies 
to reduce the amount taxes 
they may collect whenever 
property assessments rise fas- 
ter than the rate of inflation. 
Cities may ask voters to “over- 
ride” the Headlee. however, if 
the override is rejected, the 
city is forced to roll back the 
millage rate.

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A matter of 
mathematics 

In a little more than a month, citizens living in the 
Wayne-Westland school district will be asked to approve a 
6-mill increase for a duration of three years. They will also 
be asked to vote to override the Headlee Rollback Amend- 
ment. 

But before voters go to the polls they better understand 
what the difference between 7.75 mills and 6 mills is. 

District officials and residents aren’t new to the millage 
business. Two years ago, school officials fought to seek 
voter approval for a two-year 7.75 millage increase which 
took four tries and nearly the loss of several programs and 
accreditation at both high schools. School officials are 
hoping to replace the 7.75 millage, which will expire in 
June, with a 6-mill increase, which district officials em- 
phasize will lower the millage rate. 

They are correct when they say they will be lowering the 
millage rate, but perhaps they could be a little more clear 
about how much lower it will be. 

Voters have to be willing to understand the effects of the 
Headlee Override and how it will affect their tax bills. 

District officials could only lower the millage rate by 
hoping to maintain that rate with the override. Approval of 
the override will ensure that the full 6 mills is maintained 
instead of reducing the rate each year. 

School officials are gambling on the success of the over- 
ride. Without the Headlee Override, they will not be able 
to continue business as usual, even if the 6 mills is ap- 
proved. 

The Headlee Override rolls the total number of mills 
levied back according to the Consumer Price Index. For 
example, during the 1989-90 school year 42.89 mills were 
levied, but .51 mills were rolled back, so the district 
couldn’t continue to levy the full 42.89, according to the 
Headlee Rollback Amendment. This meant that in the 
1990-91 school year only 39.38 mills could be levied costing 
the district hundreds of thousands of dollars in lost reve- 
nue. 

Since the 1991-92 school year the district has levied 
47.12 mills because of no change in the Consumer Price 
Index. If the 6 mills and the Headlee Override are ap- 
proved by voters then the district would levy 46.65 mills 
throughout the three-year duration. 

Although taxpayers may like to believe they would be 
reducing the current 7.75 mills to 6 mills with a savings of 
1.75 mills, they will only save .47 mill-less than half a mill. 

We recognize that a ny savings is good, especially in the 
current economic climate and we do favor supporting the 
schools in their quest to seek additional property tax dol- 
! lars from citizens until a more equitable way of funding 
I education is found. 

I Since the last millage election, school officials have put 
• the extra tax dollars to good use. They have purchased 
several new instructional additions through the curricu- 
lum department so that teachers could use more up-to- 
date materials to teach students. 

And already we have seen the results of those new 
materials with the most recent results of the Michigan 
Educational Assessment Program test. Although the in- 
crease was slight, we have to applaud the efforts made by 
students, teachers and administrators for increased scores 
rather than decreasing scores. 

In 1991 voters told district officials, “We don’t want to 
see more administrators hired, we want to see the extra 
personnel placed in the classrooms.” Their sentiments 
were echoed by educators who conducted a curriculum 
audit in the district last fall. The results indicated that 
more help is needed in the field with the students and 
teachers than at the board office. 

School board member Francis “Bud” Winter the former 
principal at Wayne Memorial High School and a veteran at 
millage elections has also cautioned district officials in 
attempting to thicken the number of top-level administra- 
tors. He suggested adding more counselors in the schools, 
since society today has placed additional burdens on 
school personnel. 

We hope that officials will once again listen to the citi- 
zens and the experts by keeping costs down but striving to 
increase the quality of education. 

And we also hope when voters enter the election booth 
on April 5, they will go knowing that the difference bet- 
ween 7.75 and 6 mills is really .47 mill.

Wayne cage misfortunes lift Belleville into Wolverine League title seat

outright. The two teams were scheduled to meet Tuesday night. 
Monroe has the home court advantage and, the Trojans have 
always been a thorn in the Tigers' paw on the home court. 

However, Belleville made it clear early to Anderson Friday 
night that it would not tolerate any nonsense. The Tigers 
exploded to a 14-2 lead and never looked back until they had 
secured the victorv. 

Junior guard Mike Foley led the assault as he tossed in 19 
points for the winners. 

In the meantime, Fordson proved what most pre-season prog- 
nosticators predicted and that is the Tractors would have a say 
on which team would wear the conference crown.

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United for Kids 

Committee works to ‘heal’ district

An additional $16 a month is 
the amount the average 
Wayne Westland homeowner 
will pay if a 6 mill renewal and 
Headlee override request get 
voter approval April 6. 
Thumbs down could mean 
disaster, Randy Liepa, the 
school district chief financial 
officer said. 

“If both ballot proposals 
fail,” said Liepa, “we’re very 
possibly looking at a $13 mil- 
lion (school budget) deficit 
next year and a series of pro- 
gram cutbacks. Even with just 
the renewal we could face a $4 
million shortfall. The alterna- 
tives (to failure) aren’t good.” 

School officials, including 
Liepa and Superintendent Dr. 
Larry Thomas, met Friday to 
discuss millage scenarios with 
Board of Education Secretary 
Laurel Raisanen, plus co- 
chairs of the United For Kids 
citizen’s committee, former 
Westland police chief Michael 
Frayer and community activist 
Kathy Darfler. Millage and 
Headlee override wording, 
authorized by the school board 
for 46.65 mills, was approved 
last January. Frayer and 
Darfler were running the citi- 
zen’s pro- millage campaign 
within days. 


A former millage adversary, 
Raisanen has joined forces 
with the citizen’s committee to 
aid in passage of both 
proposals. 

“I want education to be a 
number one priority in Wayne- 
Westland schools,’’ Raisanen 
said. “Without millage funding 
we waste too much time play- 
ing catch up with kids’ lives.” 

Liepa provided anticipated 
budget figures Friday based 
on a 6 mill renewal and Head- 
lee override, neither passing 
or a third and fourth combina- 
tion of the two proposals. Voter 
approval of the board autho- 
rized measures, Liepa said, 
could mean fully funded 
school programs for two years, 
provided Michigan furnishes 
$20 million of in formula fund 
ing, or a $78-million 1993-94 
total school budget. 

Further the district could 
realize a $5-million fund bal- 
ance by the end of fiscal 1993, 
or just over two weeks of pay 
roll and operating costs, if 
both proposals are approved. 
The district is authorized to 
levy 48.40 total mills with 7.75 
voter approved mills set to 
expire in June. Including 
Headlee, the district currently 
levies 47.12 mills. A Headlee 
override means .5 mills, Liepa 
said, or an additional $750,000 
to the distinct. 


A similar Headlee override 
was attempted in Wayne 
Westland in 1990 failing mis- 
erably by a 6,480 to 1,512 vote. 
The override proposal has 
been on 515 state ballots since 
1986, a state school board offi- 
cial said, passing 258 times. 

Failure of both proposals, 
Thomas added, and the school 
district faces the prospects of 
operating with substantial 
teacher, staff and program 
cutbacks. 

“We’re in the process of 
identifying who will be pink 
slipped,” Thomas said. “A cut 
back could affect supplies, 
extracurricular activities, plus 
transportation. Education is 
very important, unfortunately 
it’s the only tax we get to vote 
on and it affects 16-17,000 stu- 
dents and staff. 

Frayer said United For Kids 
committee members, a cross 
section of district voters 
including many former mill- 
age opponents, are being 
charged with “getting out a 
positive message.” 

“We’re talking about using 
cable, (campaign) literature 
and going door to-door to help 
get both requests passed,” the 
retired police chief said. “I 
know in the past the school 
(district) has had a problem 
explaining what was going on 
and it wasn’t a happy time.

We’ve failed, in fact, to pass 
millages several times. This is 
a time for coming together and 
getting the message out in a 
meaningful way. We can't let 
these kids down.” 

Frayer added that clarifying 
ballot wording “is a priority.” 

“The language is lawyer- 
ese,” he said. “Understanding 
what is being proposed is 
probably half the battle.” 

Thomas said “factual” voter 
information should be in 
Wayne-Westland homes by to 
morrow. 

Wounds from past millage 
battles, Darfler added, have 
only now started to repair. 

“I want my daughter,” said 
Darfler, “to have the same type 


of quality education Wayne- the past. It’s truly a time for 
Westland kids have gotten in healing in our district.”

Restaurant owner to appear for court conference in arson charge

A March 12 conference has 
been scheduled for the owner 
of the Golden Boy Restaurant 
in Wayne on two counts of con- 
spiracy to burn property and 
two counts of arson for al- 
legedly burning the Golden 
Boy Restaurant Sept. 28. 

George Demetriou is ex- 
pected to appear for the con- 
ference before Detroit Wayne 
County Recorder’s Court 
Judge Isidore Torres. 

Demetriou and his son, 
Andy, were both arrested by 
the Wayne Police Department 
on the four-count arson charge. 

Andy Demetriou pleaded 
nolo contendere Jan. 14 to one 
count of burning insured prop- 
erty and one count of conspir- 
acy to burn insured property 
before Recorder’s Court Judge 
Harvey Tennen. 

Nolo contendere is not a 
guilty plea, however, it does 
mean a conviction, according 
to special prosecuting attorney 
Bob Shieko who is presiding 
over the case. 

Andy Demetriou is expected 
to be sentenced today in Re- 
corder’s Court. 

On Nov. 16, Wayne police ar- 
rested and charged James 
Daugherty, a Florida resident, 
with four counts of arson in the 
burning of the Golden Boy 
Restaurant. 

Daugherty testified Nov. 30 
during an examination in the 
29th District Court that he was 
contacted by another Florida 
man about a job in Michigan. 

The Florida man Daugherty 
referred to was the fourth sus- 
pect who was allegedly in- 
volved with the arson incident.

The Golden Boy fire de- 
stroyed the kitchen area. The 
fire caused approximately 
$40,000 in damage to the build- 


ing, according to Wayne Dep- 
uty Fire Chief Michael 
O’Brien. 

George Demetriou built the 


family restaurant more than 30 
years ago.

A fairly new Canton Towns- 
hip resident is making a lot of 
friends in the western Wayne 
1 County area with his warm 
personality, twinkling eyes 
and enormous talent as an ac- 
tor. 

Jackie Marns is now star- 
ring in the Father of the Bride at 
the Henry Ford Museum The- 
atre through March 6. 

Mams portrays a staff mem- 
ber in the production. Al- 
though he has only lived in 
Canton Township for 1 1/2 
years, he said he has been very 
fortunate with Finding acting 
jobs. 

“I was born and raised in 
the south Bronx,” Marns said. 
“As corny as this sounds, it was 
a pretty rough situation. My fa- 
ther died when I was a kid.” 
Mams said that when he found 
out he could imitate different 
voices, he also found a way out 
of the Bronx. 

“All of the parents of the 
kids where we lived were from 
Europe,” Mams said. “They all 
had different dialects. I used 
to be able to impersonate their 
parents.” 

As Marns used his skills as a 
mimic to entertain his first au- 
dience, the neighborhood chil 
dren, he realized he had 
talent. 

“Some of the dialects were 
Irish, Scottish, German and 
Jewish,” Marns said. “I would 
talk like ‘theese’. I would say 
‘Mister, I want you should do 
me a favor.”’ 

Mams received his First pro- 
fessional career break when 
he was 20 years old. He was 


hired by WNEW radio in New 
York where he was able to dis- 
play all of his unique dialects 
for a dog food commercial. 

“What they did was they 
took these dogs and gave them 
nationalities and voices,” 
Marns said. “An important 
thing for my career was actu- 
ally meeting a teacher in high 
school, Aron Maloff in New 
York/* 

Mams said Maloff took an 
interest in Marns at a time 
when he said he was getting 
into trouble at school. 

“He gave me an ultimatum,” 
Mams said. “He said. ‘We’ll ei- 
ther have to do something with 
you or I can try to get you into 
the High School for the Per- 
forming Arts.’ 

“He gave me six months to 
prove to him that I wanted to 
go to the Performing Arts 
school. I made it” 

After graduating from Per- 
forming Arts, Mams obtained 
a job in a club telling dialect 
stories at the bar. 

He received another break 
in his career when an agent 
contacted him about an acting 
job. 

“He called me and told me 
he had a ringmaster job avail- 
able,” Mams said. “I told him 
I’m not a ringmaster. He said 
‘What if I called you and told 
you we’re casting for a ring- 
master. Wouldn’t you take it?’ I 
told him ‘Yes, I would.’ “ 

Mams ended up working as 
a ringmaster for various circus 
organizations for eight years. 

“I was with Ringling for half 
a season,” Marns said. “Ring- 
ling actually offered me a 44 
week contract. I was just get- 
ting ready at that time to get 


cabins. You walk into the 
Frenchman’s cabin, and you 
will hear my French voice say- 
ing ‘Hello I vas heere, and I 
married an Indian gurl.’” 

Mams has also been asked 
to do all the voices for the indi- 
viduals who lived in the vil- 
lage. In the next few months 
western Wayne County resi- 
dents will be able to recognize 
him on a Highland Appliance 
commercial which was re- 
cently shot in Ann Arbor. 

What does this talented ac- 
tor enjoy most about acting? 

“I think it would be that I 
get a chance to be somebody I 
could never be,” Marns said. 

Mams enjoys taking on very 
diverse roles. He has chal- 
lenged the characters of a 
ghost, killer and a genius. 

“I enjoy doing the research 
and Finding out the dialect of 
the character,” Marns said. “To 
me the epitome of success is to 
be recognized by the people I 
work for. I could walk down 
the street or into a restaurant 
and nobody would know who I 
was. 

“Then somebody would say, 
‘That voice sounds familiar. Do 
I know you?’ and I would say 
‘No.’ It sounds crazy, but I 
couldn’t handle it if someone 
walked in and said ‘Oh, that’s 
Jackie Marns.’ It embarrasses 
me.” 

Mams said the community 
theaters in Michigan have 
been very kind to him. 

“The auditions here I could 
not have even obtained in New 
York with a gun,” Marns said.

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Fatal error leaves 3 dead, 1 wounded

Playing dead when gunmen sprayed an Inkster 
motel room with bullets may have saved a 36 
year-old Inkster woman s life. 

The woman is a key witness in a double slaying 
and the attempted murder of a known prostitute. 

Inkster police said that two Westland men, 
mortally wounded, and the prostitute, who is in 
critical condition at an area hospital, were the 
apparent victims of mistaken identities. 

“They were in the wrong place at the wrong 
time,” said Inkster detective James Home. “Ap- 
parently the gunmen had an altercation earlier in 
the day at the motel and left. 

“They came back with guns and shot up the 
room, killing the two and critically wounding one 
of the two women. The other woman in that room 
survived because she played dead. She said as 
soon as these guys broke down the door they be- 
gan shooting. 

“She fell on the bed and didn’t move,” Horne 
said. 

The dead men are identified as John E. Hines, 
36, and Michael F. Torossian, who would have 



been 36 on March 30. according to Inkster police. 
They refused to release the names of the two 
women involved. 

Police have three men and a 14-year-old juve 
nile in custody, they said. They plan to charge the 
three men, one 17 and his uncle, 30, and a 19-year- 
old Inkster man with first degree murder. 

“We are seeking a waiver from Juvenile Court 
to charge the 14-year-old as an adult,’’ said Detec- 
tive John McGruder. “We will know next week if 
the waiver has been granted.” 

McGruder said that the fourth defendant sur- 
rendered to police late Thursday afternoon. 


McGruder reiterated that the victims didn’t 
know their assailants. However, the gunmen ap- 
parently were looking for a man who had a verbal 
altercation with one of the gunmen earlier and he 
sought revenge. 

According to a police report, the gunmen ar- 
rived at the Summit Motel, 25925 Michigan Ave., 
about 11:30 p.m. Ran up to the second level of the 
complex, kicked in one door, found the room 
empty and moved to the next apartment door. 

“They came in here and started shooting every- 
one,” said a female victim who was struck in the 
abdomen with one of the bullets. ‘They told me to 
lie on the floor and not to move. I did what they 
said.” 

The gunman kept asking the wounded victim: 
“Where’s yo boy. Where's yo boy?” 

Hines apparently was in the bathroom when 
the shooting broke out. He came out and saw his 
killer holding a gun to the victim’s head and 
pleaded: “Don’t shoot her man. Don’t shoot her.” 

Hines’ plea was answered with a blast from a 
shotgun that fatally wounded him. 

“The shooting and killings were senseless,” 
said McGruder. “The victims had nothing to do 
with the earlier altercation. It’s just stupid.” 


A rough road 

Local man earns way from 
institution to independence

Ever ask yourself why? Meet Ben Cain. 

“I’ve been through some tough times,” 
the 33-year-old Canton Township man ad- 
mitted Wednesday. “But I like my job, I 
live on my own and I’m hoping to get a 
driver’s license soon. Things are OK, I’m 
happy.” 

Cain is autistic and one of several em- 
ployees with various disabilities working 
at Johnson’s Restaurant in Canton. He re- 
cently was awarded a certificate, along 
with five others associated with the Wayne 
Community Living Services (WCLS) de- 
partment, at the Fairlane Club in Dear- 
born for his outstanding six-year work and 
attendance record at the family operated 
Ford Road business. Getting to this point 
hasn’t been easy. 

Born in Detroit, Cain was diagnosed 
and institutionalized while very young. He 
rarely saw his parents, or his brothers and 
sisters and was allowed limited personal 
freedom. The children sharing his life, he 
said, were confined to small rooms living 
under fairly harsh conditions. 

“It was like a prison,” was the most Cain 
would say. “I guess you could say it was 
rough." 

Naming exact dates, Cain said he 


moved to several state facilities as a youth 
spending more than 12 years in institu- 
tions. In 1977, Cain said (again using exact 
dates), he moved to a state-supervised 
group home in Canton after picking up 
some bakery training in Wyandotte. He ac- 
cepted a kitchen job at Johnson’s nearly 
seven years ago and by 1987 was living 
independently, watching his own televi- 
sion, enjoying music and making new 
friends. 

“I still don’t like being bothered by 
(sales) phone calls,” he said, “especially 
after a long day. But I like the freedom. 
That’s the best part.” 

Mike Myatt manages the Johnson fam- 
ily’s Canton store with his sister- in-law, 
Darlene Johnson. Johnson’s has hired 
dozens of disabled men and women over 
the years. 

“It’s really something,’’ Myatt said, “so 
many look down on people with disabil- 
ities, when in fact they often are the best 
employees I’ve ever seen. They are on 
time, work hard and onlv have to be shown 
something once. Ben in particular has an 
amazing mind. He can tell you what day 
Christmas was 20 years ago. We’ve been 
very fortunate.” 

Cain says working for the state, along 
with owning a Volkswagen, are his next 
immediate goals.

On Nov. 16, Wayne police arrested and charged 
James Daugherty, a Florida resident, with four 
counts of arson in the burning of the Golden Boy 
Restaurant. 

Daugherty testified Nov. 30 during an examina- 
tion in the 29th District Court that he was con 
tacted by another Florida man about a job in 
Michigan. 


The Florida man Daugherty referred to was 
the fourth suspect, Edsel Bardell, who was al- 
legedly involved in the arson incident. 

Bardell, however, committed suicide in Janu 
ary, according to Wayne Police Chief John Col- 
ligan. 

“He was the fourth suspect we had a warrant 
for in the Golden Boy Fire,” Colligan said. 

The Golden Boy fire destroyed the kitchen 
area. The Fire caused approximately $40,000 in 
damage to the building, according to Wayne Dep- 
uty Fire Chief Michael O’Brien. 

George Demetriou built the family restaurant 
more than 30 years ago. He recently informed the 
Associated Newspapers that he will be renovating 
the Golden Boy Restaurant and is hoping to re- 
open in April. 

He said he intends to continue providing the 
same quality family sendee the community en 
joyed for so many years.

Tax weary Romulus voters,

With 20-20 hindsight, Green 
slait said he realized that 
Tuesday was definitely the 
wrong time economically to 
ask people to increase their 
own taxes.. .shortly after they 
received notices or read sto- 
ries in the press that city ho- 
meowners faced a 20-percent 
assessment hike. 

“Even our professional 
name - firefighter ~ is a mis- 


millage 

nomer today.” Greenslait said. 
“About 70 percent of our fire 
calls today are rescue runs, be 
cause of the advanced ages of 
our residents. We are called 
out on numerous CPR requests 
including breathing diffi- 
culties and persons falling out 
of bed.” 

But despite all the eco- 
nomic negatives the commu- 
nity is facing in 1993, 
Greenslait said, his firefigh- 
ters received polite and re 
sponsive replies from local 
homeowners as they toured 
parts of the city’ during the re- 
cent campaign. 

He said, “At least 10 fire- 
fighters joined him at City Hall 
as the first election returns 
came in. All their jaws 
dropped in shock, as that dra 
matic first precinct vote was 
revealed.” 

Greenslait said the over ri 
ding feeling among firefighters 
was “they are sorry more peo 
pie didn't understand what we 
were campaigning about. What 
price do you place on human 
life? 

“We still will try to buy at 
least one automatic defibrilla- 
tion unit (heart start machine). 
But who wants to make the de- 
cision at which of the four fire 
stations it should be placed? 

“The cost will be about 
$11,000 per unit,” Greenslait 
continued, “plus the expense 
of training each firefighter, 
who will use it, for up to 16 
hours.”

Clinton's 100-day dash continues

When Bill Clinton took of 
flee, the new president prom 
ised to take action in his first 
100 days in office to solve prob- 
lems that are plaguing the na 
tion. 

Among his promises were to 
spur economic growth, create 
jobs, alleviate the health-car 
crisis and reduce the budget 
deficit. 

In Clinton’s economic strat 
egy, which was published be- 


fore his election, he said 
Americans need “good jobs in 
a growing economy, world 
class education, affordable 
health care and safe streets 
and neighborhoods.” 

The president promised to 
control health care costs by 
eliminating tax breaks for 
drug companies, taking on the 
powerful insurance lobby and 
guaranteeing a core benefit 
package for health services. 

Clinton promised to break 
the Washington stalemate by 
cutting 100,000 unnecessary 
bureaucratic positions, elim 


mating taxpayer suosidies for 
lobbyists and special interests, 
reducing the White House staff 
by 25 percent and enacting 
strong campaign reform legis 
lation. 

Six western Wayne County’ 
residents have been chosen to 
be Clinton Watchers for Asso- 
ciated Newspapers , Inc., and to 
report on the progress of the 
new president at the 50 day 
mark and at the end of his first 
100 days in office.

plan in the hands of his wife, 
Hillary Clinton, Wheeler said. 

“I think she’s an intelligent 
woman,” Wheeler said. “I’m 
not even sure if we are paying 
her and if we’re not then it’s a 
freebie.” 

Wheeler also liked seeing 
Hillary Clinton and Tipper 
Gore traveling together rather 
than separately like other first 
and second-ladies have in the 
past. 

She also believes new Vice- 
President A1 Gore has been 
given a different role and 
more opportunities. 

“I like seeing Gore do some- 
thing besides going to 
funerals,” Wheeler said. “We 
pay them a good salary too and 
let’s get something for our 
dollars.” 

Gays in the military was the 
first issue the president faced 
when he entered office. 
Wheeler can’t understand why 
it has become such a big issue. 

“It’s the same excuse they 
used for blacks in the mili- 
tary,” Wheeler said. 


President's education program impressive, Inkster minister says

You only have one oppor- 
tunity to make a first impres- 
sive and, in the case of the Rev. 
Earl Truss, President Bill Clin- 
ton’s first package to rebuild 
American is “very impres- 
sive.” 

“The president’s program to 
offer college education to all 
segments of our society and al- 
low the recipients to repay the 
taxpayers via public service is 
a program that should be care- 
fully studied by Congress,” 
said Truss. “I’m impressed. An 
educated society is the best 


way to fight crime, poverty and 
ignorance. 

“Usually, people with de- 
grees don’t go around shooting 
up neighborhoods.” 

The 50-year-old Truss, who 
is affiliated with the Church of 
Christ in Romulus, said that 
the present system of offering 
loans to students and hoping 
that they will be repaid isn’t 
working. He said that many 
students default on the loans 
because they can’t find work. 

Truss applauded Clinton’s 
economic-recovery package, 
pointing out that the proposal 
to repair the nation’s aging in- 
frastructure is long overdue. 


“Pumping billions to im- 
prove our roads, highways and 
bridges will not only make it 
safe to travel on our roads but 
equally important it will cre- 
ate jobs,” Truss said. “I don’t 
think the president is going to 
get any argument from anyone 
on that, especially a Demo- 
cratic Congress. Finding the 
money without increasing the 
national deficit is another 
question.” 

Does Truss agree with the 
president’s proposal to hike 
taxes on those who make 
$180,000 and above? 

“Yes,” replied Truss. “I be- 
lieve that raising the taxes of 
those who have it is the right 


way to go. And if the people in 
the middle must sacrifice a lit 
tie, what’s wrong with that?” 

One program that Truss 
doesn’t see eye-to-eye on with 
Clinton is the president’s pro- 
posed policy of allowing homo 
sexuals in the Armed Forces. 

“I believe though that they 
(homosexuals) have their 
rights. But to allow them in the 
armed services creates a 
moral crisis with the rest of the 
people. It’s is tough call, and I 
know I am going to get crit- 
icized for saying it but I be- 
lieve that homosexuals have 
no place in our Armed Ser- 
vices.” 

Truss also believes that the 


president will not unveil an 
agenda for minorities in the 
near future. 

“He (Clinton) doesn’t have 
specific program for the mi- 
norities. In fact, he has dis- 
tanced himself from Jesse 
Jackson, and 1 don’t think 
blacks will never find some- 
one like John Kennedy, who 
championed the Civil Rights 
Movement again in the near fu- 
ture.” 

“But I believe that if Clinton 
can put people back to work, it 
will be a giant step in solving 
some of the problems that he 
inherited from Ronald Reagan 
and George Bush,” Truss con- 
cluded

Hopes for the future are 
still high for Van Buren Towns- 
hip senior citizens Lillian and 
Peter Kress, but they are tak 
ing a “wait and see" attitude 
about Bill Clintons initial 
steps. 

‘First, we have to hear what 
his ideas are, and then wait to 
see how he will accomplish 
them,” said Lillian Kress. “We 
know something has to be 
done to improve things. No one 
wants to pay higher taxes to 
make this happen, but where 
will the money come from if 
we don’t?" 

Although he is still a Clin 
ton supporter, Peter Kress reg- 
istered a bit of disappointment 
that lower- income people 
aren’t being shielded from 
taxes in the proposed hikes. 

‘‘Taxes, such as those on cig 
arettes, liquor and gasoline 
will be paid by everyone who 
uses those products, but they 
would have a greater impact 
on those with lower incomes,” 
Kress said. "For example, if 
you make $250,000 a year, an 
increased gasoline tax won't 
impact you nearly as much as 
it will for someone whose am 
nual income is $25,000." 

Kress does not believe that 
the president realizes the im- 
pact that an increase in the 
gasoline tax will have on peo- 
ple living in communities 
(such as the Belleville area) 
where public transportation is 
scanty or non existent. 

"There’s no public transpor- 
tation. People have to have 
cars if they want to go any- 
where, and the cost of auto- 
mobiles is increasing all the 
time. Car costs and going up 
and so is insurance,” he said. 
“People who live in the tri- 
county area are paying an ad 
ded fee for public transporta- 
tion when they purchase their 
car licenses, but we re not get-

ting the benefits." * 

Kress believes Clinton is on 
the right track with his plans 
for national health coverage, 
but he is uncertain about the 
president’s stand on homosex- 
uals in the military. 

"I’ve been in the service and 
I’ve worked in a lot of places, 
and I never thought about 
whether people were gay or 
not. I’m not sure of the impact 
on the military they would 
have. I think the issue is a de- 
batable one," he said. 

Clinton scored a few extra 
points with Kress by respond 
ing to a letter from him re- 
cently. 

"I wrote to former President 
George Bush asking him to 
stop imports, but I never re- 
ceived a reply. After Clinton’s 
election, I wrote a similar let- 
ter to him, and he sent a reply,” 
Kress said. "It didn’t address 
the import issue, but it was a 
letter of acknowledgement 
and appreciation."

Back with the Ford deal 
ership training program, 
Rodgers quickly ended up in 
Flint with partner Tom Cam 
eron opening Heritage Foixl by 
July 1990. Unfortunately, Cam- 
eron died within a year. 

Faced with the prospects of 
a tough auto market Rodgers 
liquidated the Flint store, 
moved back and took over as 
sales manager at Harrell. 
Within weeks Harrell decided 
to sell his successful Flat Rock 


dealership and purchase the 
Dexter Chevrolet-Geo complex 
in Detroit.

The sheriff issued a warning to 
the elderly that clever con artists 
disarm their victims with a friendly, 
“nice guy” approach. Loneliness, a 
willingness to help and a sense of 
charity displayed by the victims are 
exploited by the con artists in their 
scams. 

To help combat scams, the Crime 
Prevention Community Service 
Unit of the sheriff’s department 
lists the following common con 
games: 

• Bank Examiner Scam A phony 
bank or savings investigator tele- 
phones the victim to state that the 
victim can help trap a dishonest em- 
ployee by using money drawn out of 


hir or her account as a test. The 
swindler always advises secrecy. 

• The Fence Scam An individual 
approaches a victim with a “good 
deal,” usually a television or stereo. 
He may indicate that the merchan- 
dise is “hot” and cannot be traced. 
The suspect takes the cash to pick 
up the merchandise but is never 
seen again. 

• The Home Repair Scam This in- 
volves so-called driveway patchers, 
roofing contractors, termite inspec- 
tors or electrical contractors who 
just happen to be in the neighbor- 
hood and offer to do some work at a 
bargain price with the materials left 
over from another job. 

• Funeral Chaser Scam-A sales- 
man appears at the home of a re- 
cently bereaved person claiming 
that the deceased made a down pay- 
ment on a purchase (a Bible or 
piece of jewelry) and says that he is 
owed the balance. 

“Con artists are quick, sharp 
talkers. To avoid being a victim, 
never let a person into your Home 
who cannot produce valid identi- 
fication.” Sheriff Ficano said.

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Center provides 
senior tax relief

Taxes can give anyone a' head 
ache, but a bit of relief is available 
for senior citizens in the Westland 
area. 

Presently, the Westland Friend 
ship Center offers two tax programs 
for seniors. One is funded by the 
City of Westland and the other is 
sponsored by the American Asso- 
ciation of Retired Persons (AARP) 
and is offered to all senior citizens 
living in Wayne County, according to 
Westland Senior Resources Direc- 
tor Sylvia Kozorosky-Wiacek. 

“The AARP service is free,” 
Kozorosky-Wiacek said. “It doesn’t 
matter where they live in Wayne 
County.” 

There can be a charge for the 
program funded by the City of West- 
land, but Kozorosky-Wiacek said a 
tax consultant prepares the taxes 
and if there is a fee it is still much 
less than any other tax services 
would charge. 

“It will be at least 50 percent less 
than any other tax consultant,” she 
said. 

Senior citizens interested in hav 
ing their taxes prepared by the con- 
sultant must call to make an 
appointment in advance. 

The consultant is available from 
10 a.m. to 4 p.m. March 2, 9, 16, 18, 23 
and 30, and April 1. 

Senior citizens whose income is 
$7,500 are asked for a $10 donation. 
For a couple whose taxable income 
is $10,000, a donation of $10 will also 
be accepted. 

Checks should be made payable 


to Treasurer, City of Westland. 

Senior citizens are asked to bring 
the following: 

• 1991 tax returns. 

• W-2 and W-2P statements for 
1992. 

• Social Security SS1099 and all 
other 1099 forms 

• Real estate tax bill and rent re- 
ceipts 

• Hospitalization premium re- 
ceipts and prescription bills 

• Federal and state tax fonns sent 
to you (if you don’t have the re- 
quired forms, they will be pro 
vided). 

The program sponsored by 
AARP is offered every Monday and 
Thursday from now until April 15. 
Tax preparers are available from 10 
to 11:45 a m. and from 12:45 to 3 p.m. 

Senior citizens should bring all 
of the same information mentioned 
above. 

“The AARP program is com- 
pletely free,” Kozorosky Wiacek 
said. “The only prerequisite is that 
they are at least 60 years old and are 
in the low income bracket.” 

The need for the service is enor- 
mous, according to Kozorosky- 
Wiacek. 

“Both services are badly 
needed,” she added. “They are be- 
ing well- serviced and the level of 
participation is high.” 

Anyone interested in becoming a 
volunteer tax preparer can call the 
Westland Friendship Center at 
722-7628 to register for the class.
